We have refrained from saying 
a word derogatory to the Ohio Stove 
company 
or to the Messrs. Glare. 


We only do so now because they invite 
it in their communication, and, desir- 
ing to be entirely fair, we will put the 
complaints made against the firm in- 
terrogatively : 


First.— Does the firm, or did it ever 


belong to a combmaton to maintain 
prices? 


Second.—Does the firm make a prac- 


tice of paying its men in orders due at 
a future date? 


Third.—Does the company at the 


iron furnace run a store and require its 
men to deal out their wages? 


If these questions are 
answered 


affirmatively, and the abuses exist as 
claimed, the company is entitled to 
little sympathy in the present trouble. It 
must be just and fair in the payment, 
as well as in the rate of wages. While 
the Times may not endorse the course 
of the Ohio Stove company, we wish it 
understood that we don't intend there- 
by to justify the unlawful acts of any 
person as a means of correcting such 
abuses. 
We maintain that both the 


employer and the employe have rights 


~ that must be protected. The people of 
80 this city have the right to expect obedi- 
the I enoe to law and order on the parr, of 


both. 
Any in fraction of the rights of- 


either is of public concern, and de- 
mands that each be restrained from 
committing a wrong against the other, 
or against ^the people. Combinations 
of employes are driving out hundreds 
of weaker ones in the same business. 
Their remorseless war on the weaker 
brother, if anything, is due to a thirst 
for the glittering gold—the worshipped 
child of greed. Not individuals, but 
whole hamlets, villages and cities, 
onco thriving hives of industry, are 
wasting away under a^lingering decay 
incident |to the results flowing from 
mammon combinations. The Times 
desires to be fair, and in doing so can 
not refrain from saying that there are 
unjust and vicious,results flowing from 
all combinations having unrestrained 
power,,, and we desire to repeat on 
former admonition to both the em 
ployer and the employe in this city 
Settle your difficulties amicably, re 
frain from violence, keep [out of the 
courts.

•London, May 18.—The latest news 


from the seat of hostilities, by way of 
Athens, shows that the battle ceased 
about 9 p. m., but will probably be re- 
sumed at sunrise. Thus far 
no ac- 


count of the fighting has been received 
from the Turkish side. 


It is evident from the Greek account 


that the Greeks have suffered a serious 
defeat, and if the left -wing has given 
away, as appears probable, Edhem Pa- 
sha may be able 'to cut off the Greek 
retreat and separate General' Smolen- 
ski, at Sourpi, from the main nrmy.

Twice all 
the regiments of the Turks wavered 
and fled, though their attack was soon 
renewed with fresh forces, which in 
turn the Greek forces were able to hurl 
back. 


The stubborn resistance and splen- 


did vigor of the Greek troops finally 
compelled the Turks to give way alto- 
gether. All tlie attacks on the Greeks' 
left were similarly repulsed.

so well.

WTiat It la Thnt 


the M-irage. 


The cause of tho mirage is now well 


understood — so well understood that 
:here are wnys of making small mirages 
lor experiment. 


Tho simplest explanation that I can 


give is to say that the rays of light com- 
ing from the thing that is seen are bent 
in goiugthrough layers of air differently 
heated. When these rays are so bent as 
to be almost level with a layer of air, 
they do not enter it at all, but (so to 
speak) glance off and are reflected as if 
from a mirror. Then the air reflects just 
as a glass mirror or a body of water 
would, -if it lay between the eye and the 
trees or ship. 


This explanation will give you a gen- 


eral idea of the cause of the mirage. In 
the case of the desert the reflecting air 
mirror is believed by tho observer to be 
water, and the image changes its place 
as you go forward just sis a reflection 
would move as you advanced on a- glass 
mirror. In tho case of tho ship the air 
mirror seems to be above you and re- 
flects the ship, which is really out of 
sight over the horizon. Bnt I do not 
pretend to explain all about the differ- 
ent images that may possibly he formed 
under different conditions of the atmos- 
phere; that is a schoolroom task, and a 
hard one. 


The fata morgana is n form or modi- 


fication of mirage often seen in the 
straits that separate the too of the 
"boot" of Italy aud the island of Sicily, 
just opposite. When tho sun is just at 
the right position aud sea -aud air are 
also ready to help, strange Views of ob- 
jects upon the opposite coast aro seen 
from Oalahri a— sometimes magnified 
and set against a background of colored 
mists. Fata morgana meaua the fairy 
of the sea. 


It is said that sometimes, during a 


hot and still summer day, by placing 
tho eye close to the surface of a dry 
road, a mirage cau be seeu, but I have 
never tried it. 


Before these and other strange sights 


wore understood aud'esplained-we need 
not won dor that sailors and travelers 
held many strange beliefs in regard to 
them.' — Tudor Jenks in St. Nicholas.

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SHIATE DEBATES 


The Morgan Resolution With 


Considerable Vigor. 


FLAH TO AID NEEDY AMERICANS. 


Upon the Recommendation of President 


McKinley the Senate Adopts a Eesoln- 
tion Appropriating S50.00O For the Re- 
lief of Uucle Sam's Citizens In Cuba, 
but the House Holds It Up. 
Washington, May 18. — Cuba en- 


grossed the attention of the 
senate. 


The public interest in the subject was 
shown by the great crowds which be- 
sieged the galleries throughout the day. 


Among the occupants of the doplo- 


matic gullery were Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, the British ambassador, and Min- 
ister Hatch of Hawaii, and in the re- 
served gallery was General Dan Sick- 
les, ex-United States minister to Spain. 
Neither the -Spanish legation or the 
Cuban bureau in Washington were rep- 
resented so far as could be observed. 


Two phases of the subject -were pre- 


sented. First came the question of re- 
lief to destitute and starving 
Ameri- 


cans in Cuba, and at 2 p. m. Mr. Mor- 
gan's resolution caused spirited debate. 
The first question was presented in the 
president's message as soon as the ses- 
sion opened. Immediately, following 
its reading Mr. Davis, chairman of the 
committee on foreign relations, pre- 
sented a favorable report on a joint 
resolution appropriating $50,000 for 
relief 
of American citizens in Cuba, 


•which was adopted. 


Pronrptly at 2 p. m. the Morgan Cu-' 


ban resolution was taken up. At that 
time the galleries were filled to over- 
flowing, as the crowds awaited some- 
thing in addition to the relief resolu- 
tion passed at the outset. The Morgan 
resolution declares that a condition of 
public war exists in Cuba and that 
strict neutrality shall be maintained by 
the United States. 


Mr. Morgan stated that unless some 


senator desired to speak lie would ask 
a yea and nay vote on the pending mo- 
tion of Mr. Hale to refer the resolution 
to the committee on foreign relations. 


The vote was about to be taken when 


Mr. Wellington (Sep., Md.) arose for 
his maiden speech, whicli proved to "be 
a vigorous protest against the resolu- 
.tion and a plea for its reference to the 
committee on foreign relations. 


He said that -while a resolution of 


belligerency might not he serious, yet 
the senate should pause and consider 
the serious results that might 
follow 


such a declaration. A new administra- 
tion had just come into power, ne said, 
(back of it stretched four years of de- 


• . pression and disaster. 


Capitalhndbeen in hiding or had sac- 


rificed its principal as well as its re- 
turns. Back of us stretched four years 
of 'Idleness. The Republican party had 
come into'power on certain proposi- 
tions. First of these was the question 
of an adequate tariff bill. He believed 
the first duty of congress was to the 
American people, rather than to the 
Cubans anu Greeks. 


"The policy pursued by the 1-a'te ad- 


ministration and by Grover Cleveland 
meets my approval," declared Mr. Wel- 
lington, "and as a Republican I am 
prepared to say that Grover Cleveland 
<3!id his duty in refusing to rush head- 
Jong into a radical Cuban policy." 


Mr. Pettus of Alabama was'on'his 


feet as Mr. Wellington closed and in- 
quired: "The senator speaks so em- 
phatically of jingoes, let me ask him 
•who are the jingoes and what are the 
jingoes?" 


There was laughter and l_ud hand- 


clapping in the galleries on this query, 
evidently because the question was 
aimed against the opposition to the 
resolution. 


"The senator needs no information 


from me as to who are the jingoes," 
responded Mr. Wellington. "It is the 
spirit that would drag our country into 
war with Spain; it is the spirit that 
would draw us into controversy with 
every country 
of Europe and make 


tnem our enemy rather than our 
friends." 


Mr. Stewart of Nevada spoke briefly 


remarking that It was strange to hear 
this indorsement of the last-adminis- 
tration from a Republican senator. "I 
do not indorse the 
last administra- 


tion," interrupted Mr. Wellington, "ex- 
cept where foreign affairs 
are con- 


cerned." 


Mr. Stewart went on to say that he 


could see no 
difference between the 


McKinley administration 
and 
the 


Cleveland administration 
on 
foreign 


questions. The only difference between 
the two administrations, he said, was 
one of persons. 


"Mr. McKinley is a very pleasant 


gentleman," added Mr. Stewart, amid 
laughter. "I do not intend to draw 
comparisons, but I merely say that Mr. 
McKinley is a very pleasant gentle- 
man." 


•Mr. Stewart argued for the resolu- 


tion, saying it voiced the sentiment oJ 
the American people, who -wanted no 
more of the Cleveland policy on Cuba. 


(Mr. Daniel of Virginia replied in a 


earcastic vein to some of Mr. Welling- 
ton's remarks, and then read a care- 
fuly prepared 
manuscript involving 


the legal points in the recognition of 
Cuban belligerency. 


•After concluding his legal argiimen< 


Mr. Daniel branched 
to the general 


subject of Cuba and aroused the keen- 
est attention by his vigorous words 
The diplomacy of Spain had succeeded 
for two and one-half years, he said, in 
blinding American diplomacy into the 
belief that war did not exist in Cuba 
(But the world knew that war existot: 
there, high-handed, red-handed, bloody 
cruel war. 


It is a war in which Spain employs 


more troops (San England employed ir 
seeking 
to put down the American 


revolution. And yet senators were m*t 
with the statement that a recognition 
of a state of war in Cuba would be in- 
imical bo t-pain. He denied It. 


'I do not wish to'<see the American 


people involved in war. 
I look upon 


war as one of the greatest calamities 
that can befall a people.\ But It is a 
greater calamity for the public spirit 
of a great nation to be so deadened 
that it can look upon murder and ar- 
gon and pillage with indifference, and 
for the public spirit of that nation, to 
be so dead as to delay one instant in 
doing an act of justice because of fear 
of war." 


At the close o* Mr. Daniel's speech 


•Mr. Mason of Illinois secured the floor 
and will speak when the resolution k' 
taken up again. 


NO ACTION TAKEN. 


The Houae Makes a [Party Issue of the 


Cuban Question.- 


Washington, 
May 18.—The house 


confronted the Cuban question, made 
a party issue of it, and adjourned with- 
out taking any action. 


President McKinley's message was 


received without demonstration and 
on its heels Mr. Hitt asked unanimous 
consent for consideration of a bill in 
response to the president's request. 


Mr. Bailey of Texas asked for con- 


sent to consider in connection, with the 
bill an amendment embodying Senator 
Morgan's resolution for recognition of 
the Cubans as belligerents. Mr. Ding- 
ley would not consent^ to consider the 
amendment nor Mr. Bailey to consider 
the bill without amendment, so, for the 
time, the question was sidetracked. 


The house devoted two hours to de- 


bate on the conference report on the 
feature of the Indian appropriation 
bill, opening to settlement the gilsonite 
lands on the Uncompahgre Indian res- 
ervation in Utah, refused to accept the 
compromise agreed on by the conferees 
and asked for another conference with 
the senate on the bill. 


In the meantime the senate resolu- 


tion, practically identical with Mr. 
Hitt's bill, had been sent to the house. 
Mr. Hitt asked unanimous consent for 
its consideration.- The deadlock be- 
tween Mr. Dingley and Mr*. Bailey was 
re-enacted and while Mr. Bailey was 
endeavoring to get consent 
for the 


consideration of the two Cuban propo- 
sitions together Mr. Dingley put in a 
motion to adjourn. This motion was 
carried by a vote of 90 to 69, 13 .an- 
swering present. Under the rule for bi- 
weekly sessions recently adopted, the 
adjournment carries the question over 
to Thursday.

lieve the needs of their own people, and 
arc altogether powerless to help our citi- 
zens.

Woods in the issuance of policies was 
done' in the company's interest and 
that it was done principally to in- 
crease the volume of business for the 
concern. He said the defense would 
show that Farrow, acting for the com- 
pany, dealt with others than Woods 
and that special inducements 
were 


made to Woods to increase the busi- 
ness. 


At the resumption of the trial letters 


from Woods to.Farrow in reference to 
money matters were read. One com- 
munication from Woods to Farrow 
gave the latter the information that 
he had "put up" his watch with, the 
bank collector to secure ?26 Worth of 
checks. The following letter was read 
to the jury: 


"Dear Lietenant—'Tis now 11:30 a. 


m. So far there has been one check 
for $37 presented. I am down to about 
20 cents and don't see how 'bank' can 
do business unless you see your way 
clear to send me a little change. Will 
go up to The Dispatch office and see 
what the outcome of my 'ad' is. May 
catch a sucker. Have been thinking 
that we ought to he careful about let- 
ting any of our communications in any 
•way go astray. While to an outsider 
they would prove very unintelligible 
reading matter, yet there may be some 
persons on the lookout for just such a 
clew as they might get out of our 
letters." 


Woods was put on the .stand. Ha 


said that he took out policies on his 
own life aggregating 
$25,000, making 


his mother and sisters beneficiaries. 
•He took one out in favor of Miss An- 
drews, his fiance, and two on her life 
payable to her estate. He said that his 
firm was named as beneficiary in pol- 
icies for about $100,000 with the New 
York Mutual Reserve Life Fund asso- 
ciatiion. He said Farrow 
suggested 


taking out the policy in his own name 
because "it was the easiest to get." 


A number of policy holders were put 


on the stand. 


Thomas O.^ P. Bally, who was re- 


ferred to by Woods in a letter to Far- 
row as the "lungless man," said he 
signed an application for 56,000 and 
was examined by Dr. J. P. McCord.

Why Increase tho Coal Duty? 


Under tho existing tariff bituminous 


coal pays 40 cents a ton. The Dingloy 
bill proposes to make this 75 cents. In 
1895-0 the, imports of bituminous .coal 
into tho United States wero 1,243,885 
tons. The exports were 2,246,284. The 
figures for Canada were: Imported from 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, etc., 
123,404 tons; from Quebec, Ontario, 
etc., 
39,987; from British Columbia, 


627,357; exports to these three divisions 
respectively, 413 tons, 1,671,302 and 
3,094. Canada now proposes in case the 
Dingley rate is imposed to retaliate by 
a high duty on our coal, which will 
certainly not stimulate exports. Here 
is an export business worth twice as 
much as the corresponding import busi- 
ness, and it is proposed to run the risk 
of ruining the former for the sake of 
screwing §350,000 tnxcs out of the lat- 
ter, and this on tho plea of reviving 
American industry. Can any sane man 
fail to see that, even assuming that 
imports do not fall off, it is hardly 
worth while for tho sake of a paltry 
$350,000 to tempt Canada into ruining 
nn established business nearly twice as

Cavalier county as it is today. 


That was in tho winter of 1884-5. 


A courthouse was built at Laugdou, 
which was designated as the county 
seat, aud at tho election in November 
various county officers were elected. 
But none of the county officers caine to 
Langdon to live. It was already a bad 
winter, and they could see no reason 
why they should come if there was 
some one there to take charge of tho 
records. So they united iu asking E. J. 
Fox, a young man just from Canada, 
to take charge of tho offices until sum- 
mer. Fox accepted the position, or posi- 
tions, aud iu December took chargo of 
the affairs of tho county. Tho court- 
house was then a largo building—in 
fact, too' largo for use. Fox decided 
that it would be better to leave it va- 
cant until spring, and he took up his 
abode in a one room "claim shack," the 
only other building in town. This waa 
about 15 by 20 feet in dimensions, and 
there ho lived and did business that 
winter. Ho was deputy clerk of tho 
courts, county judge, county treasurer, 
county auditor aud register of deeds. 
The sheriff lived iu the country and the 
superintendent of schools lived jufit 
across the Manitoba line. The sheriff 
did not serve out his term, for ho was 
put in jail for shooting a man in a flglit. 
There was not another living soul with- 
in two miles. - 


Fox lived entirely alone, and did his 


own cooking, except tho bread bilking, 
which was done by a neighbor three- 
miles away. Langdon, though the coun- 
ty seat, was not yet a 'postoflice. The 


j postmaster of Olga, in the eastern part 


of the county, used to send over a largo 
package of letters and papers about

When they did 
that, FOK had to give them their meals 
and lodgings, and, iu fact, he had often 
to keep a sort of hotel. 


The winter of 1884^5 was very cold, 


and at night Fox used often to lie 
awake aud listen to tho blizzards howl 
around his little shack. Ho was kept 
busy, however, for there were many 
filings, registerings of mortgages and a 
few deeds. An average of two or three 
men would come to see him daily on 
business, but he seldom saw a woman. 
Nearly all the settlers near him at that 
time were bachelors, who afterward 
went back to Canada to get married; 
and indeed Fox did the same. Every- 
body was poor, and yet they all seemed 
to enjoy themselves, though they had 
to haul their wheat from 50 to 75 miles 
to market. 
The winter passed very swiftly, and 


in the summer Mooney and McHngh 
came with their families. Then other 
settlers began to pour in. Buildings 
went tip, as if by magic, and in a few 
months there were a postoffico and a 
dozen dwellings. Talk of a railroad be- 
gan to be heard, and in a few months 
it came. Then indeed Pooh-Bah Fox 
had to surrender his glory. He chose to 
take up the humble position of superin- 
tendent of the schools of the county 
aud he still retains the place. He is dis- 
posed to think that, in spite of the com- 
forts and conveniences of the present 
mode of life here, he enjoyed himself 
more that winter when he was monarch 
oi all the govf•mmeiit offices of Cavalier 
county.—Langdon (N. D.) Cor.
